Washington. Nov. 9.— (AP) — 


Cabinet officers lined up today in 
staunch support of administration 
plans .for scrapping—perhaps next 
week— nearly all price and wage 
controls still on the books. 


A top government official fa- 


miliar with the decontrol discus- 
sions told a reporter that three 
cabinet members had helped Re- 
conversion Director John R. Steel- 
man formulate the program. 


This official said the three are 


Secretary of the Treasury Snyder, 
Secretary of Commerce Harriman 
and Secretary of Labor Schwel- 
lenbach. 


Steelman held discussions two 


weeks ,igo with 
Harriman 
and 


Schwellenbach. Early this week he 
called them together again and 
"\hey were joined by Snyder. 


They decided: it was understood, 


that sweeping decontrol 
is 
the 


course that should be followed. 
Steelman has recommended this to 
President Truman and reportedly 
expects the chief executive will en- 
dorse and announce the program 
in a few days.

day's full cabinet meeting and that 
no objections were raised.

group should have full power to 
control counter-espionage move- 
ments and to prevent the infiltra- 
tion of foreign agents within its 
ranks. 
It should also have full 


power, he said, to decide when and 
where agents of the service should 
be dropped. 


6. To insure complete indepen- 


dence from dominance by other 
departments, the director of the 
service should be a civilian, and 
a budget for its activities should 
be provided by congress. To pre- 
vent its becoming another gestapo, 
he said it must have no law en- 
forcement powers. 


7_ The group must have its own 


separate security and codes. 


8. In war-time control, it should 


closely coordinate activities and 
cooperate with the various mili- 
tary forces under the joint chiefs 
of staff. 


Service Was Voluntary 


Maj. Cyr laid the dismissal of 


Gen. Donovan and the splitting of 
the Office of Strategic Sendees 
between the War and State de- 
partments to political differences.

Donovan

"staunch 
Republican." 
Starting 


with nothing in 1941, Cyr said, the 
OSS under Gen. Donovan grew un- 
til it had a personnel of 12,000 
when broken up. 


Everything in the service he 


said, was voluntary, and agents 
could refuse any assignment if 
they wished to do so. 


Disqualified from service in the 


saratroops because of a leg frac- 
tured in six places during a para- 
chute jump, Maj.

ground, spied on German move- 
ments and guided allied bombers, 
obtained plans to the Nazi U-boat 
pens at St. Xazaire and turned 
them over to the late Gen. George 
S. Patton. and dynamited bridges 
and in other w<t\'!> aided m hold- 
ing the Germans from hitting Pat- 
ton's exposed right flank on his 
historic drive through Brittany. 


Xt'tfotiate-; Surrender 


After a brief trip to England tor 


instructions, he returned to France 
again and negotiated the surren- 
der of a German division. 


He spoke graphically of the 


merciless cruelties the Germans 
heaped on the French, how he and 
his colleagues received arms for 
10.000 men dropped from the air 
in 10 days on his first mission, 
and how twice he escaped after 
the Nazi army had completely en- 
circled his bands 


On the first occasion, he said. 


Field Marshal Rommel threw a 
full division against the under- 
ground group he was with, think- 
ing allied troops had dropped from 
the sky. Of a force of 5.000 pa- 
triots. 4,000 were lost that night, 
he said. 


Blew Eight Bridges 


His accomplishments in China 


included blowing up the Yellow 
river bridge, a S^a^-mile span 
which 
American bombers had 


pounded relentlessly but unsuc- 
cessfully, sabotaging the Peking- 
Hankow railroad, blew up eight 
bridges and derailed three troop 
trains 
Not the least of his ac- 


complishments there was the man- 
ner in which he slipped by Jap 
forces 
to enter Tsing 
Tsiang. 


swarming with enemy soldiers, to 
deliver a letter from Chiang Kai 
Shek to a Chinese general fwho, 
he related, was also working; for 
the Japanese.1 


China, where confusion is every- 


where and life is cheap, he rated 
as his toughest assignment. As an 
example, he cited his experience 
in entering Kaifung, where he was 
to accept the surrender of Jap 
forces. It was shortly after the 
dropping of the first atomic bomb. 


Home Is in Gary 


Shortly after his arrival. Chi- 


nese communist forces attacked 
:he"city. Japanese forces kept their 
arms and were joined by Chinese 
n fighting the attackers. He es- 
caped by plane from the city in a 
hail of Jap and Chinese bullets 
after being held a virtual prisoner 
in the city. 


A native of Vermont. Maj Cyr 


now lives in Gary with his wife 
and their year-old son. He was 


raduated from high school in St. 
rohnsbury. Vt., and studied for a 
time at Purdue university. 
He 


lolds the Legion of Honor. Croix 
de Guerre. Bronze Star and the 
Distinguished Service Cross for his 
outstanding service.

Tokyo, Nov. 8.—CAP,—A po- 


litical purge that may oust 250,- 
000 to 400,000 ultranationalist pre- 
fectural and rural officials who 
formed the backbone of Japan's 
wartime jingoism has been ordered 
by the government at General Mac- 
Arthur's direction.
